At 1045 o’clock Thursday morning
the jury in the case of the state vs.
James Springer, colored, New Lon-
don, charged with assault with Intent
to murder, brought in a verdlet of
guilty and Springer was sentenced to
serve from one to three years in the
state prison. The jury took the case
at 4.08 o'clock Wednesday afternoon,
and wre excused at 4.28 by Judse
Burpee until Thursday morning =at
10 o'clock, when they again retired to
consider the case.
